I hereby petition to revive the present application. OFFICE OF PETITIONS 

I hereby state: 

(a) On January 8, 1999, the United States Patent and Trademark Office issued a Notice to 
File Missing Parts to predecessor counsel in the present application (see Attachment 1). 
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(b) On September 23, 1999, a Notice of Abandonment was mailed from the United States 
Patent and Trademark Office to predecessor counsel for failing to reply to the Notice (see 
Attachment 2). However, this Notice did not appear in the case file of predecessor 
counsel. 

(c) On March 1, 2000, predecessor counsel prepared a petition to revive with a certificate of 
mailing indicating that the petition was mailed to the United States Patent and Trademark 
Office (see Attachment 3). 

(d) On April 26, 2001, as directed by the assignee, SUN Microsystems, Inc., the case file 
was transferred to the offices of declarant. The case file contained the Notice to File 
Missing Parts as well as the petition to revive prepared by predecessor counsel. The file 
did not contain a response from the United States Patent and Trademark Office to the 
petition. Thus, it appeared to the declarant that the application was pending an action on 
the petition. 

(e) On June 26, 2001, an official having signatory authority for the present assignee, SUN 
Microsystems, Inc., executed a revocation of prior powers of attorney and appointment 
of a new power of attorney naming attorneys of this firm (see Attachment 4). 

(f) On July 2, 2001, a request, including a Power to Inspect, was made by present counsel to 
obtain the file wrapper of the present application from the United States Patent and 
Trademark Office (see Attachment 5). 

(g) On July 13, 2001, the file wrapper for the present application was received from the 
United States Patent and Trademark Office (see Attachment 6). The filewrapper 
contained no indication that the petition to revive prepared by predecessor counsel had 
been received by the United States Patent and Trademark Office. After being unable to 
obtain a status of the petition from the filewrapper, I made a telephone call regarding 
same to Stephen Brantley, a petitions attorney with the Office of Petitions at the United 
States Patent and Trademark Office. Mr. Brantley indicated that the computer records of 
the United States Patent and Trademark indicated that the petition had not been filed and 
that the case was currently abandoned. When advised of the petition prepared by 
predecessor counsel, Mr. Brantley recommended filing a new petition. 

Based on the foregoing set of facts, I believe that a Petition to Revive in the above case 
was prepared by applicants' predecessor counsel, but was never received by the United States 
Patent and Trademark Office, a fact which was not known by applicants' present counsel until 
July 13,2001. 

Thus, the entire delay in filing the reply to the Notice of Missing Parts from the due date 
until the filing of the instant petition was unintentional. In consideration of these submissions, it 
is respectfully requested that this petition be granted, the holding of abandonment be withdrawn 
and the application be reinstated.
